University Has 1,000 
Off-Campus Students 

Some 1.000 students of the Univer- 
sity are able to pursue course- 
ranging all the way from the "three 
R\s" to labor relations with a com- 
plete disregard for th» lack of hous- 
ing facilities on the campus. 

They represent the unseen part 
of the UK enrollment which com- 
pletes educational work, without the 
necessity of ever seeing the campus, 
through the facilities of a Univer- 
sity agency unknown to many, the 
Department of University Extension. 

Although the office is now oper- 
ating with depleted personnel and 
tapering off slightly from its record 
wartime registration, approximately 
100 different courses of instruction 
are being presented by correspond- 
ence to students located all over the 
world, according to Director Louis 
Clifton. 

The University Is one of approx- 
imately 80 colleges and universities 
in this country accredited bv the 
United States Armed Forres Insti- 
tute to offer work to men and 
women in the service in conjunction 
with U. S. A. F. I.. Prof. Clifton 
said. The University Is also one of 
the few institutions having a con- 
tract directly with the Veterans Ad- 
ministration to give training by cor- 
respondence to veterans under the 
educational benefits cf the G. I. Bill 
of Rights, he added. 

During the war years. Prof. Clif- 
ton said, the University had a high 
registration of about 800 men and 
wemen of all ranks and branches of 
service in this country and every 
overseas theater Approximately 25 
per cent of the total registration up 
to the close of the war was com- 
posed of servicemen and women, he 
said, but since VJ Day there has 
been a slight decrease in service en-

Effective with the beginning of 
fall quarter. September 23. new vet- 
eran students enrolling in the Uni- 
versity should have in their pos- 
session a certificate of eligibility 
issued by the Veterans Administra- 
tion, Dr. Henry said. 

"In the past." he explained, "the 
University has accepted veterans on 
the basis of their application for 
this certificate only and extended 
them credit until such time as their 
certificate was granted. 

"However, this has been found to 
be too irregular a procedure to con- 
tinue and In the future we are ask- 
ing that they either have the certif- 
icate or be prepared to pay their 
tuition and book casts until such 
time as their certificate Ls issued. 
At this time, the veteran will be re- 
imbursed for these expenses which 
will be paid the University by the 
Veterans Administration," according 
to Dr. Henry.

Traffic Tolled 

Kcntiukv's accident toll for the first six 
monlhs of I .Mf> far eclipsed the peak traffic year 
ot 1941. according lo the report of Colonel John 
Baker, diiertor of the kentuckv highwav paiiol. 
to |. Stephen Walkins. commissioner. Kentuckv 
department of highways. While deaths dining 
the first hall of Ml l<i numbered 310 against S(il 
in 19-11. accidents causing injinies and dam- 
ages in 194<i totaled 2722 as compared with 
1389 in 1941. 

"While most accidents are reported to patrol 
headquarters, a great manv are not recorded." 
Colonel Bakei's report stated. "It is evident 
that manv jx-ople do not understand the law 
in connection wiih accident rc|xirts. Failure 
to re|x>rt motor vehicle accidents involving 
damage of more than $"><• or a fat alit \ carries a 
fine of from S10 to SIOO and revocation of o|xt- 
ator's license. 

"In some cases, local official agencies have 
eltl.ived re[xirting accidents to the patrol for as 
many as three months. It is felt that better 
reporting would mean fewer accidents, since 
conditions might be corrected more prompt ly 
in many cases. It is recommended that direct 
action Im? taken against those who fail to re- 
port anel that the cooixiation of newspapers 
Im* requested in a campaign to inform the pub- 
lic in this connection."

Quite often I've found myself 
embarrassed when I couldn't ans- 
wer simple questions about The 
Kernel. Students seem to think 
one should know all about the pa- 
per just because he is a journal- 
ism major. And perhaps they are 
right. Regardless. I finally decided 
it was time to stop being em- 
barrassed, so I did a little inves- 
tigating. The story of The Kernel 
is an interesting one and one which 
should make every student feel 
proud of his newspaper. I give it 
to you for what it s worth. 

First off. it should be emphasized 
that The Kernel is a student news- 
paper and is not "censored" by the 
faculty. The board of trustees has 
made the head of the department 
of journalism "responsible" for 
everything that appears in The 
Kernel and this might be con- 
strued as a form of faculty control 
but it is not. Quite often the head 
of the department is consulted by 
staff members when they are in 
doubt about something. Dr Plum- 
mer gives only advice and nothing 
mere. It's quite a rarity, in fact, 
to see any member of the journal- 
ism faculty in The Kernel news 
room or the composing room. It's 
very seldom that a faculty mem- 
ber sees the paper before the stu- 
dent does — on Friday morning. 

As papers go the Kernel is com- 
paratively young. Professor Enoch 
Grehan. first head of the depart- 
ment of journalism at the Univer- 
sity, laid the foundations for the 
present day Kernel by guarantee- 
ing payment of our first linotype 
machine with his personal note. 
That was in 1924. The printing 
plant now includes three linotypes, 
two automatic presses, a news- 
ress. a cylinder press, job 
a high speed folder, 
cutter, a Monotype 
chine, and many- 
Many of you have probably 
how the staff of The 
is selected It's a very sim- 
ple and fair procedure. The can- 
didates for the editorship draw up 
a petition in which they name their 
proposed staff. This petition is 
then submitted to the board of stu- 
dent publications which actually 
elects the editor (with his staff, of 
course'. On the beard of student 
publications, six persons or groups 
have a say about the election of a 
new editor. The retiring editors of 
The Kernel and the Kentuckian 
each have a vote, the 8GA has a 
vote, the head of the department 
of Journalism, the head of the board 
of student publications and the 
comptroller each have votes. You 
can see that the students have 
three votes and the administration 
has three votes. As I said, this 
seems to be the fairest possible 
method. The main factor in the 
selection of a new editor is the 
recommendation of the retiring ed- 
itor. 

The Kernel 'including the print- 
ing plant' is well fixed financially. 
All profits and surpluses from the 
work done in the plant are depos- 
ited in the comptroller's office and 
usually are invested in bonds. At 
a rough estimate, the printing 
plant grosses between 30.000 and 
40 000 dollars a year. The money 
that isn't put back into the plant 
'new machinery, repairs, replace- 
ments. etc> is invested and will 
eventually be used in the construc- 
tion of a nev

k Many American Girls 
Won't Get To College 
Post Writer Predicts 

With war veterans jamming 
classrixims in quest of higher edu- 
cation, many American girls will 
never get to college, according to 
an article in the August 3 Satur- 
day Evening Post. 

"Many state institutions are re- 
fusing admission to out-of-state 
women, and it seems inevitable 
that these schools will clamp down 
further." writes Milton MacKaye in 
an article. "Crisis at the Colleges " 

"Speaking off the record, and 
regretfully, a number of educators 
predict such a tightening of the 
situation that many American 
girls presently of college age will 
never be allowed to matriculate." 
the artice continues. 

With almost 400.000 veterans 
attending colleges or universities 
at the close of the school year and 
more than 1.000.000 more expected 
to seek admission by September, 
the American educational system 
is "in the middle of the gravest 
crisis in its history." the article 
reports. Colleges do not have the 
facilities, the housing, the instruc- 
tors, even the classrooms, to han- 
dle the multitude.

The big objection to this solution in my opinion is that there
